Benefits 
on county 
chopping 
block

Fringe benefits received by some elected 
Crawford County officials are proposed to 
be eliminated as the county addresses budg- 
et deficits. 

Crawford County’s audit committee has 
been whacking away at the 2012-13 fiscal 
budget, which begins on Oct. 1. At the 
beginning of the budget process, the gener- 
al fund started with a deficit of $872,360 
and Crawford County Sheriff’s Office Road 
Patrol had a deficit of $146,613. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said wages of all non-represented 
employees, people who are represented by 
a union, have been froze. Other funds have 
also been reduced. 

The general fund now has a deficit of 
$318,600 while the road patrol deficit 
remains at $86,000. 

Compo said that county officials have 
done a lot to shore up funds over the last 10 
to 12 years. But preparing for future 
expenses and addressing major community 
projects has required some of those funds 
to be spent. 

“We're starting into the budget process 
and there is less to grab,” Compo said. 

Now, the audit committee has asked the 
County Board of Commissioners to revisit 
the issue of health care insurance received 
by the commissioners. Two times this year, 
the board has rejected proposals to reduce 
the benefits. 

Under one option, commissioners would 
not be eligible to receive county paid health 
insuranee. (Commissions -would receive. an. - 
annual salary of $10,000, while the chair- 
man or chairwoman would receive $11,000 
per year. The reduction would result in an 
estimated savings of $50,000, Compo said.

NEW PROGRAMS DIRECTOR 
BRINGS FRESH IDEAS TO GRA

An AuSable Canoe River Marathon pad- 
dler and outdoor recreation enthusiast was 
recently tapped to guide programs and 
events for the Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA). 

Steve Corlew was recently hired to serve 
as programs director at the GRA, which 
manages and operates Hanson Hills. He 
replaces Jeremy Beroset, who resigned 
from the position in March, to take on a 
new business opportunity in North 
Carolina. 

Corlew, who grew up in Grayling, his 
wife Adriane and children Grant and 
Hadley moved back to the community from 
the State of Washington last year. 

“My kids and I were spending a lot of 
time out here hanging out at Hanson Hills,” 
Corlew said. “Between hanging out here 
and having all these ideas for programs, the 
position became open and I thought it 
would be a perfect fit.” 

Corlew has a bachelor’s degree in physi- 
cal education and earth science and mas- 
ter’s degree in prosthetics and orthopedics. 
His career has taken him across the country, 
but the Corlew family opted to return to 
familiar surroundings. 

“We wanted to come home to be closer to 
family and raise our kids here in Grayling,” 
he said. 

One new program Corlew has introduced 
is a canoe and kayak club, which has 
thrived with youth participation over the 
summer. 

Corlew has paddled in the AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon six times, finishing third 
this year with partner Bill Toronjo. 

“We've experienced all these events so I 
thought some of these things I could bring 
back here to our hometown and see if we 
could get something started,” Corlew said. 

Another new event, which will be held in 
conjunction with the Winter Fun Days at 
Hanson Hills, will be a cross country ski- 
biathlon. The event will include shooting

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Ten years ago, members 
of the Lake Margrethe 
Property Owners 
Association (LMPOA) con- 
ducted a mapping survey of 
the aquatic plants found in 
Lake Margrethe. 

On July 10, LMPOA 
members again met with Jo 
Latimore, an expert from 
Michigan State University’s 
Fisheries and Wildlife 
Department, and her intern 
Paige Filice. 

Latimore helped everyone 
become comfortable with 
identifying the type of 
aquatic plants in Lake 
Margrethe and the proce- 
dures for mapping the lake. 

After attending the 
Michigan Lake and Streams 
Conference in April, Ken 
and Sandra Michalik and 
Len and Diane Bingert 
divided the lake into 30 
transects or imaginary lines 
extending into the lake, 
about three miles apart. 
Each transect was given a 
GPS coordinate and a 
description based on ‘a 
shoreline feature. 

Each volunteer group was 
then given five or six tran- 
sects to map. At each tran- 
sect a raking device was 
thrown into the lake four 
times, at noon, 3 o’clock, 6 
o’clock and 9 o’clock posi- 
tions, and at one foot, five 
feet and 10 feet. Any plant 
that was found was identi- 
fied and noted for density 
found, sparse, moderate, 
heavy or dense. The sam- 
ples have all been taken and 
the data is currently being 
compiled for the lake. 

“It will be really interest- 
ing to see the changes that 
have taken place over the 
past 10 years and will guide 
us as we make decisions 
about treating the Eurasian

Milfoil” said Chuck 
Spencer, president of 
LMPOA and a volunteer for 
both the 2002 and current 
mapping activities. 

Eurasian Milfoil contin- 
ues to be the plant of most 
concern at Lake Margrethe. 
A separate mapping survey 
was conducted last fall and 
early this spring to specifi- 
cally identify milfoil “hot 
spots.” Many of those 
spots were treated with an 
herbicide by a professional 
lake management company 
in June. 

Native milfoil has a nor- 
mal balance in the lake. 
Eurasian Milfoil is not 
native to Michigan lakes 
and was introduced acciden- 
tally by ships entering the 
Great Lakes and then boats 
bringing it to inland lakes. 

“We need to be sure all 
boaters entering and exiting 
Lake Margrethe have emp- 
tied all water from their 
bilge and removed plant 
matter from props and trail- 


ers. It is bad enough that 
we have to treat milfoil. [I 
can’t imagine what will 
happen if we continue to get 
non-native invasive species 


in Lake Margrethe,” said 
Sandra Michalik, a director 
for LMPOA. 

Todd Wilson, a member 
of LMPOA, brought his 
four children and a niece 


and nephew to the training. 

“I want to be sure my 
family helps whenever pos- 
sible. This lake provides so 
much enjoyment for all of 
us,” Wilson said.

Under a second option, new commission- 
ers would not be eligible to receive county 
paid health insurance.

AMERICAN POLITICAL con- 
ventions sure aren’t what they 
used to be. 

They have evolved into stage- 
managed, predictable, hoorahs for 
the political family of your choice. 

Growth of television and round- 
the-clock instant news dissemina- 
tion have taken over what used to 
be thrilling, last-minute, deal-mak- 
ing, strategic gatherings where 
strange things sometimes hap- 
pened. 

No more. We now know who the 
presidential nominee will be. 
Primaries in a handful of states 
have decided that. 

The vice president candidate has 
already been selected, vetted, and 
done three or four laps around the 
speech-making cycle. 

* aK * 

WHAT’S REALLY left for a 
national convention? The plat- 
form? 

What is a party platform nowa- 
days anyway? Unlike the nominat- 
ing process, it’s pretty much what 
it always has been — a formalized 
statement of what the party says it 
believes, what it claims to have 
done, and what it promises to do in 


the future. 

The platform is put together 
ahead of time, proudly presented 
in some form at the convention, 
and then put aside and forgotten 
for four more years. 

What’s left for the convention is 
a weck-long pep rally, with plenty 
of television exposure every day, 
and a perfect opportunity to sell 
each party’s political product. 

The actual delegates usually 
have very little to do at a national 
convention, except to listen to 
speeches, cheer when appropriate, 
and convince each other that this 
time they have the winner, 

Of course there are receptions 
and luncheons and parties thrown 
by ambitious politicians, interest 
groups, and others often to curry 
future favors one way or another. 

And there’s the fraternization 
among delegates, building future 
contacts, or just having fun. 
Formal duties for today’s delegates 
are minimal at best. 

If political conventions continue 
to evolve the way it’s been going, 
they likely will turn to more the- 
atrics, more music, more 
Hollywood, more sheer entertain- 


ment — something like football’s 
Super Bow! — and less focus on 
America’s problems and what 
should be done about them. 

As they are now, the convention 
is designed to toot the party’s horn 
as loudly and as favorable as pos- 
sible. 1’s part of a campaign, not a 
stand-alone political process. 

* * * 


THAT’S A long way from the 


historic smoke-filled room method: 


of running a political party and 
picking presidential nominees. 

Nowadays deals are made 
beforehand, usually during the pri- 
mary election process, which is 
another big reason why conven- 
tions have deteriorated in sub- 
stance, 

Perhaps the last real smoke- 
filled room negotiating which 
made a significant difference in 
the long run was in 1960 when 
Democrats nominated John F. 
Kennedy for president. 

At that time primaries had little 
significance. Candidates traveled 
the country trying to pick up sup- 
port of state party leaders to put 
together enough committed dele- 
gates to win. 


Going into the Democratic con- 
vention in Los Angeles, Mr. 
Kennedy did not have enough 
committed delegates to win by 
affirmation. A big stumbling block 
was the Texas delegation, which 
backed favorite son Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson, then Senate Democratic 
leader, with Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, another Texan and a 
master deal maker, helping to call 
the shots. : 

Most delegates from then- 
Democratic southern states hung 
with the Rayburn-Johnson hopes. 

The result of those smoke-filled 
dealings became historic, when 
Texas handed its delegate support 
to Sen. Kennedy, who in turn 
selected Sen. Johnson as his run- 
ning mate, much to the dismay of 
Mr. Kennedy’s more liberal sup- 
porters, including the Michigan 
delegation, which a few months 
earlier had pledged its support to 
Mr. Kennedy instead of its own 
favorite son Gov.

We also approved a long-term 
reauthorization of our nation’s 
transportation programs that was 
long overdue.

than they have received in payouts 
from the National Flood Insurance 
Program. We must correct this 
disparity, and the bill we passed 
takes some steps te do so in 
requiring premiums that reflect 
the true risk of flooding. 

The conference report will end 
subsidies for “repetitive loss prop- 
erties” that continue to be rebuilt 
in high risk areas. It will also end 
subsidized rates for vacation 
homes and businesses located in 
high risk areas, many of which 
have received subsidized rates for 
more than 30 years. 

Congress doesn’t always work 
as quickly or effectively as we'd 
like, but on this legislation, we 
have acted to protect college stu- 
dents and their families from ris- 
ing costs, made important invest- 
ments in our transportation sys- 
tem, and continued protection 
from natural disasters in a way 
that is more fair to Michigan.

He knows which trumpet is 
most fit for Him to use; and 
what matters it to you who 
may or may not be listening?

The conviction that you have 
a commission from God, and 
that the Spirit of the Lord is 
upon you, will make you very 
bold. Faith in God will cause 
us to honor our calling so 
much that we shall not dare to 
disgrace it by cowardice.”

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Crawford County art initiatives 
starting to gain some momentum

After taking a brief hiatus 
to address budget issues, 
Kirtland Community 
College officials are back on 
track with plans to create a 
regional art gallery near 
Grayling. 

Dr. Thomas Quinn, the 
president of Kirtland 
Community College, ‘said he 
has spent the last two and 
half years crunching number 
for the community college’s 
budget. During that time, 
Quinn said the college bud- 
get has been reduced by 23 
percent. 

With budget issues behind 
him, Quinn said he is contin- 
uing to focus on building the 
Sand River Art Gallery, 
which would display the 
works and talent of hun- 
dreds of artists, in the 
Grayling area. 

“I think we’ve turned the 
corer and | think I’m back 
on track,” Quinn said. 

About two years ago, 
Quinn first approached com- 
munity leaders with the 
prospect of building the 
gallery. 

Across the nation, Quinn 
said the arts and crafts indus- 
try isa $163 billion industry, 
generates $33 billion in tax 
revenues and involves 5.7 
million people. 

“It’s not only an industry, 
it is a big industry,’ Quinn 
said. 

Quinn said he regularly 


takes vacations to areas 
where the combination of 
arts and outdoor recreation 
have been used for economic 
development. | 

Given the momentum of 
the AuSable Artisan Village 
in downtown Grayling, 
Quinn said creating the larg- 
er gallery as a tourist desti- 
nation is still viable. 

“The workforce is here 
and the growth that could 
happen could be tremen- 


- dous,” Quinn said. 


Kirtland Community 
College has received some 
donations toward the Sand 
River Art Gallery and will be 
seeking more financial sup- 
port as plans proceed. 

Lynne Ruden, the resource 
development specialist for 
the Kirtland Community 
College Foundation, said 
community leaders need to 
band together to support the 
gallery in conjunction with 
plans to develop non-motor- 
ized trails through the area. 

“We have to start playing 
together in the sandbox, 
because the time is now,” 
Ruden said. “We’ve got to 
strike while the iron is hot.” 

Ruden said the art gallery 
development could include 
housing for the artists, an 
eatery to cater to tourists and 
bus tours and bed and break- 
fast establishments in the 
area. 

Ruden said that there is a 
pool of 500 area artists, who 
could contribute $17.5 miil-

lion annually to the local 
economy, outside of the 
established artist organiza- 
tions in northwest Michigan. 

“They don’t hold the cor- 
ner to all the creativity,” 
Ruden said. “As a matter of 
fact, we have an abundance 
of talent artwise on this side 
of the state.” 

Local officials have also 
been meeting with John 
Meeske, a businessman who 
has specialized in returning 
resort and club operations to 
thriving businesses for the 
last 40 years. 

Meeske recently made a 
presentation to the Crawford 
County Economic 
Development Partnership, a 
group of business, govern- 
mental and educational lead- 
ers from the community 

“He is a resort developer 
who is now taking his eco- 
nomic development process- 
es to small communities for 
economic growth,” said 
Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 

Terry Dickinson, president 
the AuSable Artisan Village 
Board of Director, said all 
community leaders would 
have to come together and 
join in a combined vision for 
the area for efforts to be suc- 
cessful. 

“It’s going to require a 
full-hearted commitment,” 
Dickinson said. “This is 
huge. It’s going to be a com- 
plete transformation of the 
Grayling economy.”

Grayling High School’s varsity football

The Bobcats lost ground 
with a bad snap and a penal- 
ty and punted on 4th and 42.
